ANCIENT LIBRARIES. 


Before the Discovery of Printing, Boaks 


Were Very Large and Heavy. 


The discovery of the art of printing. 


wrought many curious changes; but in 
no respect was the transformation more 
striking, perhaps, than in the appear- 
ance of library interiors. So long as 
books were written by scribes upon

leaves of parchment it followed of neces-, 


sity that matter which might now be 
compresseddnto a small duodecimo filled 
what is called a folio—a book of the 
shape and size of a huge ledger. 

So heavy were these folios, that the 
wits of the day asserted that ladies read 
books which they could not lift. 

It was customary to ornament only 
the upper cover, and in order to show 
the carving, chasing and enamel work, 
the book was invariably laid upon its 
side. 

To protect the work of the silversmith 
or caryer, the work was usually encased 
in a thin leather cover, called its 
“farel,” the edges of which mes in 
front of the book, where they were tied 
together by leather thongs, so that all 
dust and dirt might be excluded. 


To distinguish one book from another, 


the title was written upon a parchment 
tag whieh was fastened to the thongs of 
the farel or to the metal clasps often 
made use of. It was not unusual, also, 
to inscribe the title upon the clasp itself, 
or even upon the front edges of the 
book. 

From what bas been said, it will oc- 
cur to the reader that the first thing to 
meet the eye upon entering one of these 
old book rooms was line upon line of 
books, lying flat upon the shelves with 
their front edges turned outward—a 
very different sight from that presented 
by a modern library, with its shelves of 
books all standing on end with their 
backs brilliantly ornamented. 

But the makers of these old folios did 
attempt to beautify the edgés of their 
books. This process was termed 
“‘gauffering.” The book was placed in 
& press and the edges were gilded, after 
which a delicate tracery was worked 
upon the edge by indenting it with a 
steel die struck by asmall hammer. In 
other cases symbols and verses were 
painted in bright colors upon the front 
edges; so that, after all, the appearance 
of one of these old libraries was not 
quite so dreary as might at first be sup 
posed. — Youth’s Companion.

In this project boats are taken from | 
the river at the foot of the Dalles 
rapids, and are returned to the river at 
the head of Celilo falls by means of 
hydraulic lifts, one at each terminus, | 
and are transported over the inter- 
mediate distance a little mure than | 
eight miles in length by a boat railway. | 
The lower lift is designed to raise the | 
boats sixty-eight feet at low water and 
the upper lift forty feet. The distances | 
to which the boats are to be lifted | 
diminish as the water rises. The iift is 
an adaptation of the hydraulic dock in 
use forsome years at the Union Iron | 
Works in San Francisco. The process | 
is therefore, not experimental. The 
lower lift consists of sixteen. cast-iron 
cylinders, each thirty-one and one-half 
inches in Mtériordiameter and nineteen 
feet seven inches. long, weighing 
nineteen tons. In these are rams hav 
ing a full stroke of seventeen feet 
three inches. They are placed in two 
rows, forty-six feet apart, the rams in 
each row being twenty-twoand one-half 
feet between centers. There isa plat 
form or cradle between these rows, 
supported by chains from the 
heads of the rams. The chains | 
are sO arranged over sheeves as 
to give the cradle a speed and move- 
ment four times that of the rams. A de- 
vice for regulating the admission of the 
water in each press so controls the 
movement ofthe rams as to maintain 
them at a uniform speed and tbe cracle 
in a horizontal position, notwithstanding 
any difference in the load on the sever- 
al rams. The cradle is placed under 
the boat while in the water. After it 
is raised to the top of the lift this is re- 
moved, and the caron which the boat 
is to. be transported on the railroad 1s 
substituted. 

The railroad is a doublertrack ordi- 
nary gauge road, the tracks being 
twenty feet between centers, and the

It is required of the car that it shal! 
transport with safety the loaded boat or 


pass over the horizontal and vertical 
curves of the road. The maximum load 
to be carried is estimated at 600 tons. 
The platform is 168 feet long by 38 feet 
wide. The lateral flexibility to enable 
the car to pass around curves is obtained 
by the arrangement of the trucks. 
are thirty-four four-wheeled 
trucks placed in two lines of seventeen 
each. | 

The weight of the car is 300 tons! The 
maximum weight is 600 tons, making 
the total weight of the loaded car 900 
tons. The average load per trutk is 
273¢ tons, and per wheel 7 tons,| The 
track by two 50-ton ordinary | loco- 
motives. 

The boats are 165 feet long and 38 
feet beam and 5 feet draught, weighing 
with cargo 600 tons. The weight of the 
cradle is 184 tons. The total weight to 
be raised in the lift is 1,458 tons,. and 
the speed 4% feet per minute.

It is estimated 
that a further expenditure of $716,000 
in buildings, cars, engines and side

The annual cost of maintenance to 
pass sixteen boats in twelve hours is es 
timated to be $80,000, and to pass thirty 
two in twenty-four hours would cost 
$50,000. The estimated time for trans-
